you really can see signals easily 10dB weaker than you can hear.

In October I went down to a county hunter convention in TN. I took 
advantage of the time to promote QRPp from the receiving end while I was 
there. This was an opportunity to recognize some of the guys who have 
done a great job of catching my QRPp signals over the last three years. 
Unlike the QRP gathering the county hunter conventions are more of a 
social event than anything else. Saturday morning is the big awards 
time. A lot of the county hunting awards recognize not just the operator 
but also the mobile who is out giving out counties. Much as the 1,000 
mile per watt award can be used to recognize the work of the QRO end of 
the QSO. 


I took advantage of one of those awards to recognize four of the guys. 

Of course this also works as a promotion of QRP as well. The first guy 

was Jeff, WIMSE/M, who is also a QRPer. I had worked him in 118 counties 

when I was running QRPp. This guy also holds two of my record low power 
state QSO while he was mobile - 100 mWatts into NE and 35 mWatts into MN. 
Of the four Jeff was the only one not at the convention. 


The second guy was Norm, W3DYA/M, who had given me 126 counties. Norm's 
real advantage was the he carries 40, 20, and 15 meters when he is 
mobile. 


The third guy was Bob, N4CD/M who had given me 199 counties. He holds the 
low power QSO into AR at 20 mWatts. One of my favorites stories about Bob 
was how he gave me an AR county at about 30 mWatts and then I hear him in 
the next county complaining how bad propagation is. This is also the 


fellow who I worked in four of the five HI counties last month. Two QSOs 
were mobile to mobile. 


The fourth guy was Ken, KC4UG/M who gave me 249 counties. He hold the low 
power QSOs into MS at 30 mWatts and into AL at 2 mWatts. Ken is the 
person who got me to believe that the QRPp signals could get out. During 
the holiday season in 1997 he gave me 32 MS counties while I was running 
500 mWatts. What was even better was that for 28 of those QSOs I got 
signal reports of 559 or better and for four of them he gave me 599s. 
With that king of success it is hard to not go QRPp. And to top it off 
just last Saturday he gave me the last county I needed in MS QRPp. To 
date I have worked him in 78 of the 82 MS counties QRP and 74 of those 
were at 500 mWatts or less. I fully expect that someday I'll have worked 
him in every MS county at 500 mWatts or better. 


Each of these guys got an award for giving me more that 100 counties. I 
had in essence turned a county hunting award into something that was also 
a QRPp award. This of course was done in front of the entire crowd and 
was a very effective way of showing some appreciation for what these guys 
had done and for promoting QRP. Now just about everyone of those QSO is 
also eligible for the ARCI 1,000 mile per watt award. I'm not prepared 
to give out that many awards - I'd go broke real fast. But I did 
personally hand Ken one for his 2 mWatts QSO - that one comes out around 
369,000 miles to the watt.

One more correction to the drawings of the IA QRP 10 in your 
fall issue of QRPp: 


On page 26 the drawing shows caps C13 and C14 connected 


in series between the crystals of the filter (X1, X2, X3). 
This is wrong. The caps should be removed from between the 
crystals and crystals should be shown as being connected 
together in series (all three). One end of C13 is then 
connected to the junction of X1 and X2 and the other end of 
C13 soldered to the ground foil. C14 is likewise connected 
to the junction of X2 and X3 and also soldered to ground. 


The filter is correct in the schematic and will likely 
clear this up if you are still in doubt about it. Also, 
please feel free to e-mail me with any comments, questions 
or errors you have found. 


Also, a couple of corrections to the dimensions of the 
circuit boards...all three are but 1 7/8 inches in 
width--not 2 inches as indicated in the drawings. Also, the 
transmitter board is 3 1/2 inches long--not the 4 inches as 
shown. (The three-turn tuning pot takes up a little more 
space.) Both the VX0/doubler board and the receiver board 
are cut as indicated, at 4 inches even. 


A re-post of the earlier correction to the schematic: 


If you have the '00 fall issue of QRPp please make the 
following change to the loose-leaf (no page number) 
schematic of the Iowa QRP 10 meter rig: 


There is a small section of the schematic missing at R4 
(near U1). To correct it, draw a line on down from the

Barry, If it an amorphous panel(which it sounds like it might be) 

the entire back side will appear to be shiny with thin lines in it. 
Shine a bright light on the front side and touch the back with a 
voltmeter. 

I had purchased an un-encased panel at a hamfest and had to use the 
metalepoxy. Hooking it up wasnt too hard. I tried to weather proof it, 
and encased the back side in a a quick cure fiberglass epoxy on the back 
side after making the electrical connections and buried some brackets in 
that layer of epoxy. WOrked great, but never put it in to use. Just 
sitting on the bench in the shop in stable temperatures after about a year 
I went out and found it shattered into several pieces. NEver figured out 
why it did it. 


More than you probably needed to know. Check the back side with a 
voltmeter if the appearance sounds similar to my description.

Sure have to agree. The Warbler is a fun little rig, and certainly fills a 
need in getting more activity on 80 Meters. My longest DX with it, so far, 
from Concord, California, about 25 miles east of San Francisco, is 
Minneapolis, Minnesota. 


However, I hope that other PSK-31 kits are made available for some of the 


WARC bands soon. There is far too little activity on either 12 or 17 Meters, 
and there should be. 


I was working a New Jersey station, 5 Watts on this end, not much more than 
that on the other, on 10 Meters, and, just as an experiment, we switched to 
17 Meters and immediately established contact with signals that were 599 both 
ways with 5 to 10 Watts of power. The sad part is that we were the only 
signals of any kind I heard on the entire CW and digital part of 17 Meters, 
even though that band was obviously open. 


So, let's hear it for WARC band operational capability, not only for PSK-31, 
but CW and other modes too.

I'm not a "master of this art" as much as Chuck and Jim are, but my simple 
answer would be "As big as it needs to be". But seriously, it's simple and 
very effective to layout the circuit on a piece of paper (several times) 
just as you would envision gluing the pads to the base board. This would 
give the best visualization of pcb area to be used. 


Working it from the other direction, one typically has a certain enclosure 
in mind, or available pcb stok on hand ... using this starting dimension and 
drawing things out beforehand to see how components arrange on the board is 
a good way to approach the construction. 


For example, the "Boy Scout Simple Regen" project I reported on before 
(http: //www.njqrp.org/regen/index.html) used a layout as I described above, 
drawn before we started the project. This made construction go real smooth, 
with the confidence that there was enough board space when we got to adding 
the last stage. The Layout diagram in that link may be helpful, and it's 
the same layout diagram in the article on the same project in the recent QRP 
Homebrewer that people are staring to get this week. 


BTW, a benefit of doing this layout step in a drawing package on the 
computer is that you have a growing "library" of components that you can 
rearrange and use in the *xnext* project you do! (I use PowerPoint as my main 


drawing package for all my schematics and layouts ... and have a nice 
library of components to cut 'n paste from going forward.)

In theory we should be able to hand out more pelts more easily, but we 
could always step on each other's tails so to speak... I'm also thinking that 
the guy doing the logging might be able to monitor the transmit freq and find a 
good spot to QSY to if necessary. 


We'll be trading places at least once, so you hounds will have the added 
challenge of not being able to assume what the exchange is going to be. 


It's also very much in keeping with my thinking that WOCQC should be used more 
as an old-fashioned club station. In a later hunt we (CQC) are thinking of 
inviting a bunch of "newbies" into the shack and showing them how much fun the 
hunts and HF are by getting them onto the key. And another thought is that in 
some circumstances it might be appropriate to let a Fox have a potential or 
trainee fox as an "assistant." There's nothing definite on these yet, and 
still some issues that would have to be resolved, but I wanted to reassure you 
that there is method to our madness and a multi-op fox is not just a casual 
whim [g].
